BRUSSELS (AP) - President 


Nixon pledged today that the 
United States will not reduce its 
forces hi Europe unless the Rus- 
sians reduce theirs. 


Nixon made his pledge in a 


statement read by Secretary of 
State William P. "Rogers to the 
whiter meeting of the foreign 
ministers of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 


"We have agreed," Nixon 


said, "that NATO's conventional 
:orces must not only be main- 
tained, but in certain key areas, 
strengthened. Given a similar 
approach by our allies, the Unit- 
id States will maintain and im- 
prove its forces in Europe and 
will not reduce them unless 
here is reciprocal action from 
our adversaries." 


U.S. officials said the pledge 


went beyond the middle of 1972, 
the previous time iimit on such 
assurances, and was "open end- 
ed." It is likely to set off a pro- 
test among members of the U.S. 
Congress who want to cut U.S. 
defense spending by bringing 
iiome a considerable number of 
the U.S. troops in Europe.

Allies More Hated Than Enemy in Vietnam 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


medical researcher said in Sen- 
ate testimony today that inter- 
views with 60 ex-Marines con- 
vinced him they were more hos- 
tile toward the South Viet- 
namese army and their own of- 
ficers than toward the Viet 
Cong. 


Dr. Charles J. Levy, a re- 


search associate at Harvard 
Medical School, quoted a former 
Marine as telling how one man 
killed an Army officer with a 
truck, and another put a booby 
•trap in his commanding offi- 
cer's tent 


"They talked in terms of the 


Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese army not being the pri- 
mary focus of their hostility," 
Levy said in testimony prepared 
for the Senate Veterans Affairs 
Subcommittee. "Instead, refer- 


ences to them are invariably 
positive.'" 


Levy said the Marines ex- 


pressed hostility toward two 
central targets: the South Viet- 
namese army, and American 
non-commissioned and commis- 
sioned officers. 


Levy said there is an over- 


whelming need for a boot camp 
in reverse, to undo the attitudes 
and resolve emotional problems 
growing out of Vietnam combat. 


He said his research over a 


two-year period involved 60 for- 
mer Marines, all of whom en- 
listed, and all of whom were 
promoted while serving in South 
Vietnam. 


Ont of Truck 


Levy quoted one of the men as 


telling how he threw a one- 
legged., wounded South Viet- 
namese soldier off a truck: 


"The guy grabbed my leg. So 


I got mad. I wasn't in a good 
mood 
that 
morning and I 


wacked him. And my buddies 
grabbed his crutches. And I said 
go. So we took off. We threw his 
crutches in the rice paddy ... 
and then out he went." 


Levy said another of the men 


told him the South Vietnamese 
"put their hand on your leg and 
you sucker them, because as far 
as 
we're concerned, 
they're 


queer. 


"So the ARVN-South Viet- 


namese Army—lieutenant told 
him men, 'The next time a Ma- 
rine hits you, I want you to 
shoot him.' So our lieutenant 
heard about it and he says, 'As 
soon as you see an ARVN pick 
up i weapon, first I want you to 
kill the lieutenant and then I 


want you to wipe out all his 
men." 


Killed With Truck 


Another Marine, Levy said, 


told of an Army officer disci- 
plining a Marine who was driv- 
ing a truck in enemy territory. 


"So the lifer went behind the 


truck. 
And K released 
the 


brake. Rolled the truck back 
and crushed the lifer between 
his truck and K's truck. And 
killed him. They couldn't prove 
he did it on purpose." 


Still another was quoted in the 


Levy testimony as telling how a 
Marine p:it a booby trap in the 
tent of his commanding officer 
after the officer ordered an em- 
bankment moved 50 yards and 
shone spotlights on the men 
while they worked at the pro- 
jec. 


"And so one night this guy H 


booby trapped his lent ... It 
wasn't the CO that got it. Tt was 
the executive officer, Capt. W 
... It blew off both his legs, it 
blew up his crotch, it blew up 
the side of his face, three fin- 
gers on one hand, and peppered 
him with shrapnel and stuff." 


Later Violence 


Levy said violence committed 


by combat veterans when they 
return to the United States also 
may be vented against people 
who are on their side, and quot- 
ed another man: 


"Like when I got back from 


Vietnam my sister yelled at me. 
I split her leg open with a lamp. 
My mother said something to 
me one night and I threw a 
portable TV at her. It makes 
you an animal. Like you can't 
reason." 


Levy said the thinking of the 


veterans "seems to be dominat- 
ed by a fear of their own vio- 
lence. They therefore tend to 
withdraw 
from 
the outside 


world. One result of this with- 
drawal is an unwillingness to 
seek employment." 


"There is an overwhelming 


need for a boot camp in reverse 
that will help the men undergo 
what might be called de-Vict- 
namization," Levy said. 


He suggested a public works 


and environmental program be 
conducted by combat veterans 
before they leave Vietnam to re- 
turn to the United States. 


"This program should be no 


less ambitious than the one 
which created a need for it," he 
said.

homes and re-fores,talion, they 
will be helping to restore both 
Vietnam and themselves."

When the ordinary methods 


won't work; more complicated 
procedures may be necessary. 
One is instillation of ammonia 
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or a pledget soaked in ether into 
the nostril.

It's not 
a do-it-yourself remedy.

plays in both suits. He won 
the spade ace in dummy and 
played the ace and king of 
hearts, hoping to drop the 
queen. When this failed, he 
played the club king and a 
low club to dummy's jack. 


Then the losing spade was 


discarded on the ace of clubs.

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Prison Riots May Be Justified 


Riots in prisons are not unique to this 


decade or even to this century. But many 
of them in the United States today are 
taking on a new look and are tied in with 
politics arid race. 


This was particularly true during the 


recent rebellion at the Tombs in New 
York City where apparently members of 
Black Panthers and a militant Puerto 
Rican group, the Young Lords, were 
ringleaders in the demands for better 
conditions. Whatever one thinks of the 
political viewpoints of such groups, they 
are right about the conditions. 


It has been obvious for too long that 


merely sending a youth to prison is no 
path toward rehabilitation. In fact, quite 
the opposite usually happens and he 
graduates from a reform school to a 
reformatory to a state prison. The 
violence, homosexuality, overcrowding, 
racial antagonisms and sometimes the 
delays in bringing prisoners to trial all 
contribute to making him a greater 
outlaw in society and a more dangerous 
one when he is released. In protest over 
conditions some prisoners have refused 


to work, gone on hunger strikes and even 
crippled themselves. 


Two Americans who are on opposite 


sides of the political viewpoint are in 
agreement that our prisons today are 
almost scandalous. Former Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark wrote that "jails 
and prisons in the United States today 
are more often than not manufacturers 
of crime." United States Chief Justice 
Warren Burger told members of the 
American Bar Association that 
"the 


warehouse type of approach" to han- 
dling inmates was not a success and 
called for greater efforts toward 
rehabilitation. 


There are a great many prison ad- 


ministrators working hard at the 
rehabilitation angle and at efforts to 
improve conditions, to prevent the young 
prisoner from being further led into 
depravity and to offer him hope for when 
he gets out. But there are a lot of people 
who also believe that the criminal 
deserves whatever sort of poor treat- 
ment he may receive because of his 
crimes. This attitude is self-defeating in 
the long run. 


Deficiencies in the School Lunch Program 


As Post-Crescent columnist Sylvia 


Porter pointed out, one of President 
Nixon's campaign promises was that no 
school child would go hungry during his 
administration. But the program has not 
been adequately 
expanded. Senator 


George McGovern, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Nutrition and 
Health Needs, complains that less than 
half of 8.9 million needy youngsters get 
free lunches. 


The government has announced that 


in October five million needy children 
were getting the free lunches, a big 
increase from last year but not up to the 
earlier announced goal of 6.6 million by 
Thanksgiving. Independent surveys and 
one conducted by the Associated Press 
found that there is little consistency in 
'many of the programs. Some schools 
have quota systems which means that 
only a portion of the acknowledged 
needy children get the lunches. Other 
schools withhold the lunches as punish- 
ment, insist that youngsters work for 
them, fail to bother to notify parents that 
the program exists and segregate those 


who receive the meals free from those 
who pay. The new federal requirements 
ban all such practices but local officials 
have been slow to meet them. Other 
areas have had to turn to private donors 
for the 30 cent per meal cost. Most 
discouraging is the fact that the districts 
with a high percentage of welfare 
families seem to be the biggest foot 
draggers. 


Medical studies have clearly shown a 


relationship between nutrition and in- 
tellectual development. The child who 
goes to school with little or no breakfast 
and then has an equally sparse or un- 
nutritious lunch and supper is the one 
most likely to have academic dif- 
ficulties. Often it is the failure of the 
mother to understand nutritional needs 
as well as lack of funds. The handicap 
then passes on to the next generation. 


The intent of the 
Nixon Ad- 


ministration may be correct and un- 
derstanding. But there continues to be a 
lack of emphasis upon domestic needs or 
at least the pressures necessary for such 
needs to be met. 


Tugwell's Remodelling of the U.S. 


Interpretations of various sections of 


the United States Constitution continue 
to plague the United States Supreme 
Court. As someone a long time ago 
remarked, the Court eventually does 
reflect the opinions of the voters in the 
country. 


In spite of the 
confusion 
over 


pornography, the constitutionality of an 
undeclared war, desegregation and the 
role of bussing, the rights of con- 
scientious objectors and exactly how the 
system of checks and balances works 
out, the Constitution has proven to be a 
pretty durable document. In fact it is the 
oldest written constitution in the world. 


But Rexford G. Tugwell would 


change all that. 


Mr. Tugwell was one of President 


Franklin D. Roosevelt's original 
braintrusters. In recent years he 
probably would be likened to the young 
university professorial talent that 
President 
Kennedy 
brought 
to 


Washington. 
Mr. Tugwell has 
been 


working for the Center for the Study of 
Democratic Institutions which also has 
the controversial Dr. Robert Hutchins 
and had the equally controversial late 
Bishop James Pike. 


Mr. Tugwell's proposed changes in 


the Constitution are simply appalling 
and certainly would lead toward a more 
centralized and even a more dictatorial 
federal government. He would do away 
with the historical checks and balances 
because he quite accurately says they 
hobble actions—and thank heaven that 
they do. The states would be dissolved 
completely and there would be instead 20 
regional governments which Tugwell 
explains would be much more efficient: 


The President of the United States would 
be elected for a nine year term although 
a plebiscite after three years could toss 
him out of office. But Senators would 
have life terms and generally they would 
be chosen from lists made up of former 
presidents and other high officials. The 
House of Representatives would have 
300 members elected as they are now 
and representing certain areas but 100 
would be elected at large. This seems to 
be the only part of Mr. Tugwell's 
proposals that makes any sense. 


The United States Constitution is 


anything but perfect. It was composed at 
a time when no one could imagine the 
extent of American power in the world, 
the ease of transportation and com- 
munication, the immensity of weapons 
systems and the problems of a nation no 
longer on the frontier. It has been 
amended 
considerably. 
Its 
in- 


terpretation by different Supreme 
Courts has changed habits as well as 
legislation. 
Some 
of 
those 
in- 


terpretations are still open to question. 


But the pendulum swings. Mr. 


Tugwell's proposals would put far more 
permanent power in Washington and 
that is one thing we simply do not need. 
Inefficient our governmental system 
may be sometimes. Political campaigns 
may be wearying and put an undue in- 
fluence of policies upon Iheir popularity. 
There's lot of baloney mixed with 
statesmanship. 


However, we \\ould not want to 


change. It has worked through wars and 
depressions and internal hysteria. Most 
definitely we would not want a regime 
less sensitive to the wishes of the people, 
however shallow they may sometimes 
be.

The most dangerous and 


widespread fallacy of our time 
has 
been 
successfully 


promoted by the advocates of 
"police power." They have 
persuaded the public that the 
"effectiveness" of law en- 
forcement increases as "due 
process of law" is diminished. 


It is not true. It has never 


been true. And it can never be 
true. The real "effectiveness" 
of law enforcement depends 
upon two factors, and two 
factors only: the degree to 
which the public respects the 
law, and the degree to which 
law enforcement 
officers 


perform their duties fairly and 
honestly. 


If you take the time and 


trouble to study the com- 
parative crime picture around 
the world, you will find that 
crime rates are everywhere 
the lowest where these two 
conditions obtain, and highest 
where they do not. Giving the 
police wider powers is always 
a symptom of some break- 
down in the social and moral 
functioning of the society. 


Crime is lowest in those 


countries where the public 
knows that the police are not 
corrupt or the agents of 
political forces; where the 
administration of justice is 
swift, certain, and equitable; 
where police and prosecutors 
are not permitted to conspire 
in the withholding of evidence 
unfavorable to their case; 
where the poor defendant has 
as much pre-trial protection 
as the rich one. 


And crime is highest—as In 


the U. S.—where the opposite 
conditions are rife: where the 


police are regarded with 
suspicion and distrust; where 
the administration of justice is 
slow, 
capricious, 
and 


weighted heavily against the 
poor and the ignorant; where 
prosecutors are more con- 
cerned with "making a rec- 
ord" than representing the 
people; and where defendants 
who cannot make excessive 
bail are kept locked up for 
months. 


Passing stiffer laws, and 


giving the police broader 
powers, can do nothing but 
further jeopardize the human 
and legal rights of all citizens. 
It is like treating a case of 
measles 
by 
giving 
the 


authorities the right to rub 
couarse sandpaper over the 
spots, taking off the skin along 
with the symptoms of illness. 


The charge that the courts 


"coddle criminals" has no 
basis in fact. The courts 
protect individual rights from 
the power of the state. The 
defendants who benefit from 
such decisions as "Miranda" 
are not the Syndicate chiefs, 
the 
gangsters 
and 


professionals, who already 
had expensive lawyers ready 
to use every legal loophole to 
get them off; the ones who 
benefit are the small fry, the 
pathetic victims of their own 
ignorance and ineptitude, who 
take the rap for the criminal 
with "clout." 


It is shocking that this 


presumably educated nation 
knows so little, and cares so 
little, 
about 
the 
gross 


malfunctions of Justice in our 
society. This ignorance plays 
right into the hands of the 
police state.

Mafia member, sent him back 
to Sicily for his honeymoon. 
With the bridal couple went a 
handsome new American car. 


After a few days a relative in 


Sicily insisted on removing the 
car to get it washed and 
serviced. 


Overnight, Mafia members 


took the car apart and.fitted it 
with secret compartments full 
of heroin. Unknowing, the son 
shipped his car back to the 
States, p a s s i n g uneventfully 
through customs. 


A little later, his father asked 


to borrow the car. The heroin 
was recovered by the American 
Mafia, the car returned, and the 
innocent son took up his busi- 
ness unaware that for the price 
of a honeymoon in Sicily, the 
Mafia had imported a massive 
shipment of heroin.

but illegal activity, the heroin 
chemists had chosen their site 
well. Only 30 miles from the big 
French seaport of Marseille, the 
village of Notre Dame des 
Anges is nevertheless off the 
beaten track. The villa the 
heroin chemists selected there 
was on a hill, reached by a 


. country road along which onlj 


one or two cars traveled each 
day. 


Even so, .the heroin chemists 


were extra-cautious. Even now 
as the French and American 
agents positioned themselves, a 
rare car passed by. Immediate- 
ly the chemists stopped work. 
One came outside to check. 
Reassured, they continued. 


Carefully, the n a r c o t i c s 


agents c h e c k e d their time. 
(French law bars police raids 
on a man's home between 
o'clock at night and 6 o'clock in 
the morning.) then they rushed 
the villa. 


The three chemists caught 


now are serving lengthy prison 
sentences, Their heroin was 
seized and is one batch which 
will never be pumped into the 
veins of American addicts. 


. 
This recent seizure is one oi 


the brighter chapters in the 
story of the war against the 
international "junk," or narco- 
tics, merchants. Another heroin 
laboratory was put out of busi- 
ness about the same time. 


Successful though these oper- 


ations were, they but scratched 
the surface of a highly organ- 
ized crime ring which makes 
Marseille the center of the 
heroin-manufacturing industry. 
Eighty per cent of the heroin 
used by addicts in the United 
States is produced 
in and 


around Marseille from morphine 
and opium which originate in 
Turkey. 


Controlling the ring are Corsi- 


can criminals of cunning and 
ruthlessness. Says one crack 
American agent, grudgingly:

the most adept criminals in the 
world." 


Tight Knit 


The Corsicans who master- 


mind this ugly traffic in Mar- 
seille are tight-knit. 


Information is the key to 


successful antinarcotics opera- 
tions, but from the Corsicans Hi 
is difficult to acquire. A non-j 
Corsican has little hope of 
penetrating the organization. 


For a Corsican to inform on 


his own gang members there is 
little inducement, but great 
peril. T h e money narcotics 
agents 
offer 
in return 
for

is 
insignificant j 


compared with the money a i 
gang member makes from traf-; 
ficking. And when a Corsican is 
caught informing, gang retribu- 
tion is instant and final. 
' 


In one of the raids mentioned 


earlier, one gang member had 
the misfortune to be absent 
from t h e heroin laboratory j 
when narcotics agents smashed 
in. His body was found next day' 
with six bullets in it. 


When information is forthcom- 


ing from within the ring it is 
usually from a gang member i 
jealous over a stolen woman, on 
disaffected

It is not difficult to see why 


Marseille has become the hub of 
the heroin-manufacturing indus- 
try. Even without the Corsican 
underworld community, it is a 
city renowned for its tough and 
bawdy waterfront dives where!

It is a sprawling port, clutter- 


ed with miles of gray derricks 
and cranes, which afford unlim- 
ited opportunity for smuggling.

Researcher Advises Reverse T raining 


Allies More Hated Than Enemy in Vietnam 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


medical researcher said in Sen- 
ate testimony today that inter- 
views with 60 ex-Marines con- 
vinced him they were more hos- 
tile toward the South Viet- 
namese army and their own of- 
ficers than toward the Viet 
Cong. 


Dr. Charles J. Levy, a re- 


search associate at Harvard 
Medical School, quoted a former 
Marine as telling how one man 
killed an Army officer with a 
truck, and another put a booby 
trap in his commanding offi- 
cer's tent. 


"They talked in terms of the 


Viet 
Cong and North Viet- 


namese army not being the pri- 
mary focus of their hostility," 
Levy said in testimony prepared 
for the Senate Veterans Affairs 
Subcommittee. "Instead, refer- 


ences to them are invariably 
positive." 


Levy said the Marines ex- 


pressed hostility toward two 
central targets: the South Viet- 
namese army, and American 
non-commissioned and commis- 
sioned officers. 


Levy said there is an over- 


whelming need for a boot camp 
in reverse, to undo the attitudes 
and resolve emotional problems 
growing out of Vietnam combat. 


He said his research over a

And my buddies 
grabbed his crutches. And I said 
go. So we took off. We threw his 
crutches in the rice paddy ... 
and then out he went." 


Levy said another of the men 


told him the South Vietnamese 
"put their hand on your leg and 
you sucker them, because as far, 
as we're concerned, 
they're 


queer. 


"So the ARVN-South Viet- 


namese Army—lieutenant told 
him men, 'The next time a Ma- 
rine hits you, I want you to 
shoot him.' So our lieutenant 
heard about it and he says, 'As 
soon as you see an ARVN pick 
up a weapon, first I want you to 
kill the lieutenant and then I 


want you to wipe out all his 
men." 


Killed With Truck 


Another Marine, Levy said, 


told of an Army officer disci- 
plining a Marine who was driv- 
ing a truck in enemy territory. 


"So the lifer went behind the 


truck. 
And K released 
the 


brake. Rolled the truck back 
and crushed the lifer between 
his truck and K's truck. And 
killed him. They couldn't prove 
he did it on purpose." 


Still another was quoted in the 


Levy testimony as telling how a 
Marine put a booby trap in the 
tent of his commanding officer 
after the officer ordered an em- 
bankment moved 50 yards and 
shone spotlights on the men 
while they worked at the pro- 
ject. 


"And so one night this guy H 


booby trapped his tent ... It 
wasn't the CO that got it. It was

It blew off both his legs, it 
blew up his crotch, it blew up 
the side of his face, three fin- 
gers on one hand, and peppered 
him with Fhrapnel and stuff." 


Later Violence 


Levy said violence committed 


by combs t veterans when they 
return to the United States also 
may be vented against people 
who are on their side, and quot- 
ed another man: 


"Like when I got back from 


Vietnam my sister yelled at me. 
I split her leg open with a lamp. 
My mother said something to 
me one night and I threw a 
portable TV at her. ft makes 
you an animal. Like you can't 
reason."

veterans ''seems to be dominat- 
ed by a fear of their own vio- 
lence.

The state will 
handle registrations and regula- 
tions but all other enforcement 
will be the job of county and 
state highway patrolmen. In 
addition we have the duty to see 


that there is no hunting or 
overnight camping in county 
parks. 


"I don't think the sheriff will 


say we have refused to assist 
turn on any type of investigation 
if we are not busy on some 
traffic matter. If he asks for 
our help and we have time, we 
assist him. There has been a 
lint here that there is some 
friction between the two depart- 
ments and this is not true".
